“If a doctor were to inoculate himself with discase 
gerins for the benefit of science, and should die as a 
result, would he be a suicide?” asks W. E. T.——— 

Ido not know of a fatal result from such an 
inoculation in Britain. However, the law is clear 
on the pint. A person who commits suicide is cither 
insane or a felon. In the latter case the crime is 
known as frlv de se, and means that the person has 
killed himsdf as a result of some felonious motive. 
To convict the doctor in question of suicide ono of 
these causes must be proved, and that is for lawyers 
to do. The point outstanding would be whether the 
doctor had or had not inoculated himself with intent 
to kill, and whether the term “ suicide ” would strictly 
apply. In Germany, by the way, the Government 
has passed a law stopping these inoculations, as a 
result of the death of a well-known doctor who tried 
plague bacilli. But German doctors and scientists 
are up in arms against the decree. To my mind, 
howevee chivalrous these inoenlations may be, there 
is something unnatural and morbid about them which 
dlovs nut set a good example of the duties cf life to 
less learned: people, 

F. T, asks: ° From which seats are most. people killed 
in railway accidents, those facing the engines or those 
with their backs to it?’--————---It is impossible 
to vive figures in such a matter. T should deduce, 
however, that the man backing to the engine has most 
chance of savimg his life in an express smash, sup- 
pesing him to be in the train dashing into snuother. 
Zhe action in a collision is generally something as 
follows: The engine is violently arrested, but the 
carciaves to its rear continue their progress, etiher 
being brought after a few seconds to a dead stand- 
still, or telescoping cach other. On their suddenly 
stepping, the passenger, who is himself moving at 
the rate of the train, is violently thrown forward 
at, say, sixty miles an hour, to crash inio the wall 
or seat opposite. A passenger facing the engine 
would be thrown the width of the carriage, and eould 
seareely eseape injury, save by sheer good Inck. The 
man backing to the engine, however, could not be 
thrown forward, but would simply receive a violent 
shaking, without necessarily fracturing any member. 
In the event of telescoping, of course, the crashing 
waeczons would show no respect to cither party, whose 
fate must be a‘ tess-np.” But there ean be no rule 
in the matter, as accidents vary so much in charac.er.

The “ Tombs” is not, of 
course, a penal establishment, but simply a prison 
fur those awaiting trial. © Accounts that reach us, 
however, tell wonderful tales of the luxuries of so.te 
of the newer State gaols for convicts.
